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Space shuttle fight 


If you liked the controversy over 
the supersonic transport, you’ll love 
the 
one 
shaping 
up 
over 
the 
projected development of a space 
shuttle. 
As presently envisioned, the 
shuttle system would consist of two 
winged craft—a small orbiter riding 
piggyback on a huge booster. 
The twin-engined orbiter would 
be about 210 feet long, with a wing- 
span of 124 feet and a launch weight 
of about 900,000 pounds. 
The 12-engined booster would 
stand 270 feet high on the launch 
pad, have wings 150 feet long and 
weigh some 3.7 million pounds at 
liftoff. 


The vehicles have been described 
as resembling a 747 mumbo jet 
standing on its tail with a 707 
transport on its back. 
Each vehicle would be manned 
by a crew of two and each would 
land under jet engine power. The 
larger one would return to base in 
about 90 minutes, 
after it had 
boosted the shuttle toward orbit, and 
the latter would return to earth as 
much as a week later. 
The shuttle could carry space 
station sections into orbit and a doz­ 
en crewmen at a time, to assemble 
the station or to man it. It could car­ 
ry fuel and supplies and relief crews 
for space stations and serve as a 
space-rescue vehicle. 
Unlike the SST, however, the 
space shuttle has military applica­ 
tions, and that may be the kiss of 
death for it as far as many people 
are concerned. Already the Air 
Force has reportedly pressured the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration into changing the 
design of the orbiter from straight­ 
winged to delta-winged, which would 
give it much greater landing range 
and flexibility. 
NASA plans to ask Congress this 
year for authorization to build four 
or five shuttles at an estimated cost 
ranging up to $25 billion, with the Air 
Force changes adding another half­ 
billion. Also unlike the SST, the 
government would not be getting its 


money back from passenger fares or 
from sales to foreign nations. 
An opening gun 
in the con­ 
troversy has been fired by two 
assistant professors of political 
science at Columbia University. 
The defeat of 
the 
SST 
was 
welcome, say Gordon Adams and 
Ira Katznelson, but it left intact “ the 
technocratic institutional arrange­ 
ments and assumptions that spon­ 
sored and informed the project.” 
The space shuttle raises issues of 
fundamental importance, they say. 
They cite military-civilian agency 
relationships (relationships evil by 
definition), the potential 
for an 
accelerated arms race, extended 
social control possibilities (what­ 
ever 
that 
means), 
a 
distorting 
economic impact, inegalitarian 
effects on income and resource al­ 
location (whatever that means) and 
the nature of closed decision-making 
by technocratic elite (evil by defini­ 
tion). 
Adams and Katznelson call for a 
move now “ to open discussion of the 
consequences of the shuttle decision 
for our public and private lives.” 
By all means, the expenditure of 
upwards of $25 billion demands the 
fullest 
public 
discussion 
and 
weightiest congressional delibera­ 
tion. 
But 
if 
the 
discussion 
degenerates into charges that the 
shuttle is the latest attempt by some 
technocratic - military - industrial 
elite to foist another white elephant 
off on a helpless public then little 
will be served by it. 
The space shuttle is the next 
logical step in the exploration and 
utilization of space. It is the only 
solution to the enormous expense 
and 
waste 
of 
ujing 
spacecraft 
boosters only once and letting them 
drop into the ocean. 
But if it again becomes a question 
of waiting until every last problem 
on earth is solved before we can 
afford to devote some part of our 
resources to expanding the frontier 
of aerospace technology, then we 
had better start thinking about 
getting out of the space business en­ 
tirely. 
War is Viet lot 


Some of us have so concentrated 
our thoughts and hopes on the idea of 
the final withdrawal of American 
troops from Vietnam that we can 
think of nothing beyond that. 
The U.S. prisoners of war held in 
North Vietnam could be home by 
Christmas, says Sen. Vance Hartke, 
if President Nixon were to announce 
total withdrawal by the end of this 
year. 
“ The killing can end in a matter 
of days,” says the Indiana Demo­ 
crat. 
Which killing? 
Certainly, the killing of Ameri­ 
cans by North Vietnamese and of 
North Vietnamese by Americans 
could be ended at any time. But the 
killing of Vietnamese by Vietnamese 
was going on long before the first 
American soldier set foot in that 
country and will, unfortunately, be 
going on long after the last Ameri­ 
can soldier leaves. 
The President has announced a 
slight stepup in the pace of with­ 
drawal which if projected into 1972 
will leave about 50,000 troops still in 
Vietnam at midyear. To all intents 
and purposes, American involve­ 
ment in ground combat operations 
will likely have ceased well before 
that time. 


This residual force, the President 
has indicated, will remain until Ha­ 
noi releases its American prisoners. 
But neither the President nor 
even the advocates of absolute, com­ 
plete U.S. disengagement from the 
war have said anything about when 
our advisory and support personnel 
and air power—especially air pow­ 
er—can be withdrawn. By mid-1972, 
Americans could still be involved in 
logistical and aerial support of South 
Vietnamese Operations. 
That is not all. Even when every 
single American, whether combat 
soldier, pilot, adviser or prisoner, is 
back home, this country’s involve­ 
ment in the struggle will not have 
ended. It will only have entered a 
new stage—or rather, have returned 
to much the same situation that ex­ 
isted in 1961. 
South Vietnam will still require 
moral and material assistance— 
money, equipment, munitions. The 
war will still be going on, and will go 
on as long as North Vietnam be­ 
lieves it can take over South Viet­ 
nam by force. 
There may be an end in sight to 
the killing as far as American com­ 
bat soldiers are concerned, but there 
is no foreseeable end to the contro- 
very over Vietnam. 
Science, peacekeeping 


We are all suffering from “ future 
shock,” or so a currently popular 
thesis holds. Technology is advanc­ 
ing so much more rapidly than our 
ability to adapt to the changes it 
brings that society is in a state of 
neurosis. 
It may be just the opposite, says 
one man—at least in one field, the 
field of environmental pollution. 
Public opposition to pollution has 
progressed considerably faster in 
recent years than technology, says 
Lee Loevinger, assistant attorney 
general in the Kennedy administra­ 
tion. 
Take atomic energy. Not only 
have technology and industry failed 
to produce a controlled fusion reac­ 
tor to date, he notes, but of about 100 
applications to the Atomic Energy 


Commission for authority to con­ 
struct commercial nuclear power 
plants, only one has been for a 
“ clean” breeder reactor, the kind 
we are going to need. And the one 
breeder reactor 
built 
has 
been 
plagued by accidents and has oper­ 
ated poorly. 


“ Perhaps the malaise that we 
sense in much contemporary life 
arises not from the difficulty public 
attitudes have in keeping pace with 
the advances of science and technol­ 
ogy,” 
Loevinger 
suggests, 
“ but 
from the inability of science and 
technology to fulfill the demands of 
advancing public attitudes.

Internationalization of Jerusalem wrong

United Nations Middle East 
mediator Gunnar V. Jarring is dead 
right and the Israeli government 
dead wrong in regard to interna­ 
tionalizing Israel-held Jerusalem. 
Moreover, the Israeli government, 
in repeating its stand, is just being 
plain stupid. 
Dr. Jarring correctly bases his 
insistence on the U.N. 
General 
Assembly resolutions of November, 
1947, April, 1948, and December, 
1949, and the U N. Trusteeship Coun­ 
cil’s unanimously adopted Geneva 
statutes of April, 1950, all of which 
demand an international Jerusalem. 
Is ra e l’s 
aggregate 
record 
already 
vastly 
weakens 
her 
diplomatically. In the 1948 Palestine 
war Israel increased her territory 
by 3,000 miles more than the U.N. 
resolution of November 29, 1947, 
gave her. Then in the 1956 Suez 
crisis, when Britain and France lost 
out, only Israel achieved its objec­ 
tives. Next, in Israel’s 1967 “ blitz” 
victory, she seized (and still holds) 
the Sharm el Sheik territory above 
the Tiran 
Strait, 
Syria’s 
Golan 
Heights, the Gaza Strip and Sinai 
Peninsula, 
much 
Jordanian 
territory and, ultimately, Jerusalem 
itself. 
All that compounds Is ra e l’s 


stupidity regarding Jerusalem — a 
wonderful opportunity to demon­ 
strate good faith to the world. 
It is one thing, and absolutely 
essential, for Israel to insist on re­ 
taining strategic points like Sharm 
el Shek, the Golan Heights, which is 
not an Israeli defense line instead of 
a Syrian attack line, etc. But Israel 
tragically contaminates her entire 
position by unjustifiable refusals 
manifestly detached from her basic 
security needs. 
Israel has already alienated 
worldwide millions by appearing to 
refuse to take back Arabs she 
evicted. 
These 
now 
exceed 
2^2 
million. At least an appalling million 
evictees date from the 1948 Palestine 
war — 23 years ago. And 150,000 
more poured into Jordan when Gen. 
Moshe Dayan’s 1967 “ blitz” troops 
mopped up the Jordan River’s west 
bank. 
These pitiable wretches, life-su­ 
stained in refugee camps mostly by 
U.S. Government aid, are the vic­ 
tims of three wars and may well be 
the cause of another. For yester­ 
day’s evictees are today’s guer­ 
rillas. And they will retain their 
strength as long as they feel Israel 
deprives them of their birthright. In 
addition, at the humane level, Israel 
is widely condemned for refusing to

The question 
being asked 
in 
Washington now is: “ Whatever pos­ 
sessed Hale Boggs?” 
The 
Liberal 
Establish­ 
ment , which along with the New Left 
radicals made up a good part of that 
mob, applauded Mr. Bogg’s attack 
on Mr. Hoover and seconded the de­ 
mand that the F B I Director resign 
because he was employing “ the tac­ 
tics of the Soviet Union and Hitler’s 
Gestapo.” They quivered joyfully 
and clutched the Boggs charge that 
the F B I had been tapping congres­ 
sional phones. 
When the White House, the Ju s­ 
tice Department, and the F B I denied 
the accusation, official Washington 
and the press waited impatiently for 
Rep. Boggs, the House Democratic 
leader, to present his evidence. 
Were he to prove his case, the F"BI 
and Mr. Hoover would be seriously 
hurt, which is the aim of the recent 
spate of anti-FBI propaganda. Mr. 
Boggs went on to say: 
“ More important than charges 
and countercharges is the funda­ 
mental fact that a substantial num­ 
ber of members of Congress are 
firmly convinced their phones are 
tapped by the F B I.” 
Even this zany explanation had 
no foundation. Senate M ajority 
leader Mike Mansfield says no 
senator has complained to him of 
being tapped. And a survey taken 
last December by a Washington 
newspaper found only six members 
of the House who expressed suspi­ 
cion— not a substantial number. Af­ 
ter the Boggs outburst, one of those 
six said that he believed the tele­ 
phone company had placed a tap on 
his phone, but in order to track down 
obscene calls to his home. Another 
congressman said he had been told 
there was a tap on his phone, but he 
had not been able to detect it. 
Some members displayed their 


ignorance of electronics by ascrib­ 
ing their suspicions to clicks, voices, 
interruptions in service, and varia­ 
tions in volume on their telephones. 


In Washington, of course, every­ 
one is convinced that his phone is 
tapped— and tapped by the F B I. But 
the fact is, simply, that probably 90 
per cent of the phone taps in this 
country are placed by non-govern­ 
ment snoopers. Industrial and politi­ 
cal espionage is behind it. Private 
organizations, not the Army or gov­ 
ernment agencies, tapped Sen. Joe 
McCarthy in the Pifties. Private in­ 
vestigators tapped my phone during 
the days of the Hiss case, when I was 
in touch with many of the important 
figures on a confidential basis. The 
fact is that most such talk is the re­ 
sult of a mass paranoia. 
Why, then, has Rep. Boggs, a 
moderate, made the charge? As a 
member of Congress he should know 
that the F B I is almost over-scrupu­ 
lous when it comes to dealing with 
the national legislature. Should J. 
Edgar Hoover do otherwise, he 
would be antagonizing one of his 
most important constituencies. The 
F B I, in fact, will not follow a suspect 
it is tailing when he walks into the 
Capitol or any of the congressional 
office buildings. It knows that such 
an act could easily be misinter­ 
preted. 
Perhaps we shall never know the 
genesis of the Boggs attack. He is 
consulting with what he describes as 
a “ group of very competent law­ 
yers,” though what can they tell him 
about what is, after all, a technologi­ 
cal question? Perhaps Mr. Boggs 
decided it was open season on Mr. 
Hoover and wanted to join the frolic. 
What I wait for is the outcry of those 
who scream loudest about “ McCar- 
thyism” and “ character assassina­ 
tion” to come to Mr. Hoover’s aid, 
but I ain’t holding my breath.

move ill-timed

N EW YO RK (N E A )- Foreign 
policy will be a major issue in the 
1972 presidential elections and po­ 
tential candidates are already in a 
hurry to display their credentials as 
authorities on international affairs. 
This obviously explains why Sen. 
George McGovern chose this inap­ 
propriate moment to introduce a 
resolution calling for U.S. recogni­ 
tion of Peking’s regime and its ad­ 
mission to the United Nations as 
“ the sole representative of China.” 
The South Dakota senator is, of 
course, an announced candidate for 
the Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
But was his resolution necessary 
at this time? Will it help or hinder 
the extremely delicate diplomatic 
negotiations between Peking and 
Washington? 
McGovern was in effect “ break­ 
ing into an open door” for the simple 
reason that President Nixon has al­ 
ready initiated a series of steps with 
which he hopes to thaw the frozen 
American-Chinese relations. 
He has just removed the ban on 
American travel to mainland China 
and has taken steps to establish 
trade relations. U.S. support for Pe­ 
king’s admission to the United Na­ 
tions is under active consideration 
by the Nixon administration. 
There are even reports about Red 
China’s intention of purchasing jet 
airliners from capitalist America 
and not from Red Russia. 
However, timing and caution are 
of essence in complex international 
negotiations, especially with Com­ 
munists. It is always an error to of- • 
fer them concessions in advance- 
before a meaningful diplomatic dia­ 
logue is under way. 
As West German Chancellor W il­ 
ly Brandt just learned the hard way, 
concessions in advance, however 
generous and one-sided, will not 
easily appease the Communists. 
In discussing Red China’s admis­ 
sion to the United Nations, Nixon in­ 
sisted that the Nationalist Republic 
of China and Taiwan must retain its 
membership also. This is the Gordi- 
an knot he must first cut if the Unit­ 


ed States is to retain the respect and 
leadership of the free world. 
President Chiang Kai-shek’s Na­ 
tionalist Chinese are allies who can­ 
not—and must not—be abandoned 
by the United States, as McGovern 
seems to have suggested. 
Even Mao Tse-tung no longer in­ 
sists on the recognition of Red Chi­ 
na’s sovereignty over Taiwan as a 
non-negotiable condition for the es­ 
tablishment of diplomatic relations. 
This demand has been lifted—as in 
the recent negotiations with Canada 
and Italy—whenever Peking consid­ 
ered it advantageous to establish re­ 
lations with countries that were re­ 
luctant to acknowledge the Commu­ 
nists claim to Taiwan. 


But it is a traditional strategy of 
the 
Marxist-Leninists 
to 
exploit 
what they call “ contradictions” in 
capitalist society. They always seek 
to 
take 
advantage 
of 
divisions 
among the “ ruling circles” of the 
non-Communist world. 
Thus, while McGovern’s resolu­ 
tion received little attention in the 
United States, it was noted with in­ 
terest in Peking. It can only serve to 
stiffen Red China’s demands. 
Mao knows that McGovern’s sug­ 
gestion that the differences between 
the Red Chinese and the Nationalists 
on Taiwan should be left for both 
Chinas to work out is about as realis­ 
tic as telling a mouse to settle its dif­ 
ferences with an elephant. 


The senator’s resolution was also 
noted with interest in Moscow. The 
Kremlin fears any understanding 
between Peking and Washington 
that might run counter to Russia's 
interests. 
Nixon’s policy therefore is to 
“ balance” the U.S. posture toward 
Russia and China so as not to seem 
to be siding with either. He is doing 
this by cautious and quiet diploma­ 
cy 
It is clearly in the interest of the 
United 
States 
to 
remain 
“ una­ 
ligned” in the escalating Russian- 
Chinese conflict. But McGovern’s 
one-sided pro-Peking resolution 
could impede Nixon’s diplomacy.

You 
can produce this effect in a

Vibrations create sound and 
when your head is turned just 
right, so that there is a tur­ 
bulence of blood through one of 
the main arteries, you can hear 
the sounds created by vibra­ 
tions This is particularly true if 
you are lying on your side 
against your ear. The next time 
you have the sound change your 
position and see if it disappears. 
This

vibration, 
associated 
with 
the 
normal 
turbulence of blood as it is 
circulated, has no significance 
as far as health is concerned. 
Dear Dr. Lam b — Can a 
person in his 70s get a stroke 
even though the heart is good 
and the blood pressure is not 
high? WTiat causes a stroke? 
Dear Header — A stroke is 


caused by an interruption of the 
blood flow to part of the brain. If 
the part affected controls the 
speech, the person loses his 
ability to talk; if it is the part 
that controls the arm or leg 
these may be paralyzed. 
The most common cause for 
an interruption of the blood flow 
to a region in the brain is 
deposits 
in 
the 
arteries 
or 
atherosclerosis. 
Whether 
the 
blood vessel is blocked by the 
rupture of fatty material into 
the opening of the artery (which 
often causes a clot in this re­ 
gion ) or whether the obstruction 
occurs more gradually, the end 
result is the same. 
The process in the arteries of 
the brain is exactly the same 
kind of process that occurs in 
the arteries of the heart which 
causes a heart attack. Fatty 
deposits can affect any artery 
any place in the body, whether 
it is the heart, the brain the 
kidneys, or the arteries to the 
legs. 
Just as you can have a heart 
attack without any 
previous 
warning or any evidence of 
heart disease or high 
blood 
pressure, you can also have a 
stroke without any 
previous 
warning 
The likelihood of 
having 
these difficulties 
in­ 
creases with advancing years. 
The best 
treatment remains 
prevention and that means be­ 
ginning early in life to eat the 
right kind of foods, restricting 
fats 
and 
cholesterol 
and 
avoiding the use of cigarettes.

foresee 
every 
chance of a victory in the U N. 
General Assembly when the is­ 
sue next arises and are work­ 
ing to reinforce this prospect. 
Furthermore, as government 
authorities assess their aim, 
the Communist leaders expect 
not only to win new status and 
prestige for their regime on the 
mainland but also to deliver a 
devastating blow to the U.S.-al­ 
lied Chinese Nationalist govern­ 
ment on Taiwan. Peking’s con­ 
dition for taking U.N. member­ 
ship is ouster of the Nation­ 
alists. 
The 
Nixon 
administration, 
noting last November’s General 
Assembly votes, sees no way to 
avoid a defeat. But adminis­ 
tration officials hope to soften 
the blow by preserving Nation­ 
alist China’s seat while seating 


Communist China. At most, ex­ 
perts agree, that generally un­ 
satisfactory compromise would 
only delay a showdown on the 
whole issue for a year or two. 
While winning a U.N. seat is 
identified 
in 
Washington 
as 
Peking’s overriding purpose in 
recent maneuvers, two other 
elements are rated as impor­ 
tant in its radical switch of atti­ 
tude. 
One is the prolonged state of 
low-level 
hostility 
between 
China and 
Russia 
which at 
times 
in 
recent 
years 
has 
erupted into bloody border w ar­ 
fare. Both countries maintain 
large forces on their common 
border. 
On 
this 
issue 
Communist 
China probably finds its best in­ 
terests lie in establishing a 
positive relationship with the 
United States as an offset to its 
troubles with Russia. The in­ 
vitation to the U.S. table tennis 
team April 6 to visit the main­ 
land was a dramatic, colorful 
and subtle way to signal the 
change to Washington while 
evading with finesse all the is­ 
sues which would arise out of 
any kind of official approach. 
The other major condition of 


Peking’s policy maneuver is re­ 
turn of stability to the Chinese 
mainland leadership with dis­ 
appearance of Mao Tse-tung’s 
cultural 
revolution 
over 
the 
past year or two. 
Shifts of power caused by the 
great political upheaval that 
began in 1966 may well have 
given new influence to those 
who favor the less hostile and 
more active policy toward the 
outside world as has existed 
during most of Red China’s 21- 
year history. 
Among the internationalists. 
Prem ier 
Chou 
En-Lai 
who 
spoke out Wednesday in favor 
of more American-Chinese con­ 
tacts, 
may 
now 
be 
in 
his 
strongest position in some time. 
The latest U.S. move toward 
improving relations with Pek­ 
ing came Wednesday when Nix­ 
on announced the United States 
will speed up admittance visas 
for Chinese who want to come 
here from the mainland. 
Mainland China may be inter­ 
ested in developing trade and 
gaining access 
to 
American 
technology. But no responsible 
official here is willing to do 
more at the moment than ad­ 
mit the possibility.

tions were made in all areas of 
public school education: 
—Nursery schools for 3- and 4* 
year-olds should be established 
by the public school systems 
and operated as an integral part 
of 
elem entary 
education. 
(Though some authorities advo­ 
cate formal schooling for chil­ 
dren as young as 2 years old, 
most prefer 3 as a minimum 
age.) 
—Parent education programs 
(formally organized activities 
of instruction and counseling in 
the home) should be expanded 
to reach the parents of three 
million children under 3 years 
of age, specifically those who 
are on welfare or have low in­ 
comes, low level of education or 
other disadvantages. 
—Day-care centers for a min­ 
imum of 681,000 children under 
6 should be established by 1980. 
The centers would be planned 
primarily for children from low- 
income families whose mothers 
are away from home during the 
day for work, illness and emer­ 
gencies. 
—Special education programs 
should be expanded for children 
who are mentally and physical­ 
ly handicapped, who have se­ 
vere social and emotional diffi­ 
culties, or who need remedial 
instruction and counseling for 
other learning difficulties. 
—The elem entary 
school 
should be reorganized to include 
early 
childhood 
education 
through grade five. Middle 
schools for grades six, seven 
and eight are recommended, to­ 
gether with the suggestion for 
more flexibility in present 
grade levels to permit continu­ 
ous progress of students, to re­ 
vise curriculum and make nec­ 
essary changes in the instruc­ 
tional process. 
—The “ campus” style high 
school, with clusters of build­ 
ings for instructional fields, and 
a 
gradual extension 
of the 
school year or an expansion of 
summer school offerings, are 
also favored. 
Estimated costs for many of 
these suggested changes are in­ 
cluded in the report, which is 
available in public libraries.

When rubbish too large for the packer truck is placed out 
the sanitation men radio street department crew the 
address and the rubbish is picked up that day. I would 
never want to see this very vital service contracted out to 
a private hauler. 


SIDEWALKS 
SID EW A LK S N EAR SCHOOLS — When I campaigned for 
the City Council in 1967 I pledged to work for sidewalks 
near our schools. We now have tne walks as recommended 
by the P.T. A.'sand the kids are using them. 


RES ID E N TIA L SID EW A LK RE P L A C E M E N T — In the 
last 4 years the street department replaced more 
sidewalks than the previous 8 years. We do this on a fair 
and impartial basis and handle the requests In the Order 
they come to us. 


L A N D F IL L 
Our 225 acre state approved landfill site has put Dixon in 
an enviable position in Northern Illinois. We are currently 
closing down the old site, plus we have purchased a good 
used dragline at a savings of several thousand dollars. I 
believe the revenue will eventually reach a point someday 
that will enable the garbage tax to be lowered or 
eliminated. (1971 budget has been cut $30,000.00 under 
1970). 
Our quest for a site was helped considerably by county 
officials Lowell Wilson who was then Board Chairman and 
August Fraza Landfill Committee Chairman. 


T R E E & STUMP REM OVAL 
Our tree removal crew Is headed by Robert Me- 
Connaughay who has other duties when he is not removing 
dead trees. Over 300 dead trees have been removed in the 
last 4 years. I believe we are saving many dollars by not 
having to contract this out. 
We also grind out the stumps, fill in the holes with black 
dirt, and then seed down. If you have a dead tree you think 
might be within the city line call us and we will measure 
and advise if we can help you. 


SOUND M A N A G E M E N T 
Ail gas, oil and other supplies used in quantity are let for 
bid to assure the lowest possible cost. Records detailing 
expenses for all vehicles and responsibility for gas pumps 
and other supplies are handled by 
one employee 
responsible to Supt. Charles Sterricker. 


RIVER BANK 
The street department planted over 50 small pine trees on 
the south river bank donated by Walter P. Lofise Nursery. 
We have constructed a boat dock, put up gas lights 
donated by No. III. Gas Co., placed attractive trash 
containers along the top and generally tried to remove an 
eyesore without spending any money to speak of. 


REQUESTS FOR SERVICE 
In the past 4 years the street department has logged 20,000 
telephone calls from citizens. I believe the taxpayer is the 
boss and we will answer any reasonable request based on 
sound judgement and a policy or service to the people.

And this, he say s, is where 
tro u ble co mes in, stage left. 
" I t’s getting so it’s so metimes 
h ard to tell chu rch serv ices 
fro m Ro tary lu ncheo ns," Dr. 
Hu bbard said . "Many preach ­ 
ers hav e beco me po litical pu n­ 
d its, eco no mic analy sts, au ­ 
tho rities o n su ch su bjects as the 
infield fly ru le. Th ere’s a wid e­ 
spread tend ency to mo v e o u t 
into areas in which they are 
am ateu rs instead o f stick ing to 
religio n. Very o ften, sermo n 
co ntent has been thin." 
Dr. Hu bbard is presid ent o f 
the Fu ller Theo lo gical Semi­ 
nary in Pasad ena, Calif., and a 
pro fesso r o f the Old Testament. 
A well-trav eled lectu rer and au ­ 
tho r, he has no ticed an im pa­ 


tience amo ng so me chu rch-go ­ 
ers acro ss the co u ntry . 
"The chu rch is getting certain 
pressu res fro m lay peo ple who 
are restless abo u t the state o f 
preach ing," he said . "The spir­ 
itu al co mfo rt peo ple need is no t 
alway s there. They ’re tired o f 
hearing abo u t Vietnam; th ere’s 
no perso nal enco u ragem ent, no 
jo y , no celebratio n; no thing to 
get ex cited abo u t." 
This so rt o f talk ex cites many 
mo d ern preach ers, ho wev er. 
"Ch ristianity mu st be co n­ 


cerned with the pro blems that 
face and plagu e m an," say s 
Dragan Filipo v ic, a bachelo r o f 
d iv inity cand id ate at St. Vlad i­ 
m ir ’s Orth o d o x Th eo lo gical 
Seminary in Crestwo o d , N.Y. 
"It mu st answer th em— in 
k eeping with the teachings o f 
Christ. Otherwise, it simply be­ 
co mes ano ther philo so phy o r an 
ex ercise in histo rical research 
that has no relev ance to the 
d aily 
need s 
o f so ciety 
and 
m an." 
Preach ing— the pro clam a­ 


tio n o f a d iv ine message 
is a 
d istinctiv e, tho u gh no t a u niqu e 
featu re o f the Christian religio n 
The Mo slems ex ercise it freely 
and it is no t u nk no wn amo ng 
Bu d d hists. 
"Bu t fo r the Christian re ­ 
ligio n, preaching is central," 
Dr. Hu bbard po ints o u t. "Jesu s

So 
wo u ld ru bbing sho u ld ers.”

"Preach ing tend s to be mo re 
co nv ersatio n al to d a y ,’’ Dr. 
Hu bbard said “ Peo ple tu rn o ff 
if he starts so u nd ing lik e a h a­ 
rangu e, I feel peo ple d o n’t want 
preaching to so u nd emo tio nal. 
They d o n’t want to be ho llered 
a t.” 
This statement, o f co u rse, is 
also su bject to d ebate. Many 
preach ers feel emo tio n is the 
essence o f spiritu ality ; that o ld - 
time religio n is no t d ead ; that 
peo ple d o want to be ho llered at. 
No t so , say s Dr. Hu tto n: 
"The

preaching to d ay is that as an art 
fo rm it is d eterio rating. Yo u ng 
peo ple to d ay liv e in a swirl o f 
technical jargo n— peo ple m ak ­ 
ing ad jectiv es and v erbs o u t o f 
no u ns.

"Many preach ers no lo nger 
hav e a sense o f po etry ; th ey ’re 
cau ght u p in the banal lan­ 
gu age; they hav e no feel fo r 
wo rd s."
